Wasnincton, June 16.—The president to- 
day appointed Ker Boyce to be postmaster at 
Aucusia, Georgia, vice W. F. Holden, sus- 
pended upon proof of acts of partisanship 


while in office. 

Ernest Pellow, appointed district attorney 
forthe middle district of Tennessee, 18 a resi- 
dent of Carnesville, Marshal county. He 
served two terms in the house of representa- 
tives from Tennessee, and was one of the state 
electors at the last presidential election. 

James H. Freemen, appointed marshal for 
the western district of Tennessee, is a brother 
o{ Hon. Thomas J. Freeman, of Nashville, and 
sg himeelf a business man of Trenton, Gibson 

" county. 

Eight presidential postmasters, including the 
ore at Augusta, Ga., were suspended to day for 
cause snd others appointed. The postmaster 
at Bozeman, Montana, was suspended on the 
report of an imspector showing gross careless- 
pers in the management of bis office, failure 
to collect and account for the box rents, and 
“erpecially the failure to make reports, deposits 
sid quarterly accounts as required by the 
{bird assistant postmaster general and sixth 
euditor, after notice. The department 
desires the announcement to come to 
the knowledge of all the postmasters 
in the service that the failure of postmasters 
to mske reports, deposits or accounts after no- 
tice, will be ground for removal without 
further inquiry. 

The postmasters at Winona, Minn.; Osceola, 
and Laporte City, lowa; North Manchester, 
Ind.; Cambridge, Ohio; Augusta, Ga., and 

sallston were suspended upon the proofs of 
acts of partisanship whilein: oilice. These 
acts were of various kinds. Some were editors 
as well as postmasters, and their newspapers 
in some cases since, as well as before the elec- 
tion, have contained scurrilous and indecent 
attecks uj}on the officers of the government as 
well as the malignancy of political 
feeling towards their adversaries in 
peneral. In some eases it has also 
been established that the  postmasters 
kept benging in the _postoffice political 
placards of one party, and refused to permit 
those of the other to be there displayed. Tiaese 
placards were some times indecent pictures or 
cartoons unfit for theeye of respectable per- 
s(ns. in other cases the postmasters were 
thown to have been eflicient political agents of 
their perty, members of worklng committees 
and Jeaders in its organization, well known in 
the community as such, and taking particu- 
ler part in the 
election business, often to the impairment 
of the performance of the duties of their oiice. 
In several of the cases political noticss, cireu- 
lars and newspapers of the opposite political 
party were shown to have been detained in 
the postotice. 

The postmester-general has decided that 
white men who sare members of the Indian 
tribes are eligible for appointment as post- 
miaciers. 

Hibbs, the defaulting postmaster of Lewis- 
ton, ldsho, bas been arrested by Postoffice In- 
epectors Murphy and Culver on Harrison 
river, edst of Victoria, B.C. He will resist 
extradition. 

ILLEGAL USF OF THE MAILS. 

A rumber of tobacco dealers have com- 
plained tothe postoffice department that a 
tobacco firm in Ohio is conducting a gift en- 
terprise in offering to distribute $50,000 to 
conrumers of their tobacco in prizes, graded 
in proportion to the amount consumed, as 
shown by the presentation of a number of tin 
labels that are affixed to each plug. Business 
hes grown 60 rapidly that the other dealers 
in tobacco have combined to employ counsel 
for the prosecution of the case before the post- 
oflice department, with a view to having the 
adyertising circulars and tags ofthe objec- 
tioneble concern excluded fromthe mails. 
The matter is under consideration at.the post- 
ofice department. |

THE BLACK MAN’S LAND, 


A Fresh Urew for Liberia—The New Presi- 
dent. 

Wasurnxoton, June 16.—Letters received in 
Washington from Monrovia announce the re- 
election of Hon. Hilary R. W. Johnson as 

resident of Liberia at the biennial election 
Pela on the 5th of May. Johnston is the first 
mative Liberian elected to the presidency of 
‘the republic. Hewes educated at Monrovia, 
and has had a large experience in educational 
and public concerns. His opponent was Rev. 
Edward W. Blyden, D. D., who has long been 
active in civil, scholastic and religious affairs 
of Liberia. 

The bark Monrovia is reported to have 
srrived out after a pleasant passage of thirty- 
four days with passengers trom Alabama and 
Texas, aided by the American Colonization 
society. They are to settle at Brewenville, a 
growing town, some ten miles up St. Paul’s 
river. The emigrants by the previous expe- 
dition write favorably of their new homes to 
friends in this country, and invite colored 
people to ‘‘come to their own dand.”’ 


A CROCKED PAYMASTER., 


3 Geheral J. A. Smith to be Tried by Court-

Wasurnxcton, June 16.—The court of inquiry 
in the case of Paymaster General Joseph A, 
Smith, chief of the bureau of provisions and 
clothing, navy department, was made public 
to-day.

There are hardly boards 
enough lett about the homestead to build a 
fire. Nota bit of the furniture nor a stitch of 
clothing can be found. The wreck is complete. 
Reddy’s brother was hurled into the field. 
When the house went to pieces Reddy was 
left in a sitting position on the 
ground. On looking around he saw by a flash 
of lightning that his brother was stretched 
dead sail grr away. He picked him up 
and carried him to an underground milk 
house. Hethen searched for his wife and 
found her in her night clothes some ten rods 
from the house in the cornfield. She was also 
carried to the milk house. He next looked for 
his five year old boy, searchirg by the 
light of the electric flash, and at last leans 
ered him thirty rods from where the house had 
steod. The boy was almost driven into the 
mud. The mother and the child will hardly 
live. The brotner had both ears split, his 
head geshed and his shoulder cut and bruised. 
The wife had three gashes on her forehead, 
one on her nose, a big cut in her back, bruises 
on her legs and is injured internally. All 
three were beaten black and blue alSover their 
bodies by the bail.

An Important Decision Against a Dozen 
Roads. 

New York, June 16.—The trial of the suit of 
Charles W. Ide against the Louisville and 
Nsehville, the Cleveland, Columbus, Cincin- 
nati and Indianapolis, the Lake Shore and the 
Michigan Central, the New York Central, the 
Boston and Maine, the Eastern and the Nash- 
ville and Lowell railroad companies, which 
has been in progress the past four days before 
a jury in the supreme court, was concluded 
to-day, the verdict being given for 
the plaintiff for $17,263. In 1882 
the Cacheco manufacturing company, of 
Dover, N. H., received a bill of lading for 200 
bales of cotton, said to have been shipped by 
the firm of Green & Co., of Columbus, Miss.

GRANT’S LAST TRIP. 


THE GENBRAL TAKEN TO MOUNT 
M’GREGOR. 


A Tiresome Trip From New York to Drexel’s Cottage 
on Mount McGregor—The Scene on Landing— 
The Extreme Weakness of Grant— 
Reclining on the Front Perch. 


New York, June 16.—General Grant started 
this morning for Mount McGregor. 

Mount McGreoor, N. Y., June 16.—Gen- 
eral Grant arrived here at 2:45 this afternoon. 
The last stage of the journey was the worst, 
as the jolting caused the general much pain 
and fatigue. 

When General Grant alighted trom the train 
bere, a large banner confronted him bearing 
the words “Welcome to our hero.” At the 
moment a photographer, with a camera on the 
platform, took an instantaneous picture of the 
general alighting. The general, steadied on 


each side by Henry and Harrison, his attend- 
ants, started to walk trom the train to the 
Drexel cottage. The ascent was easy and the 
distance short, but his strength failed, 
and he was placed in a chair, which wag 
carried to the cottage by the two porters. 
Mr. Drexel] and Mrs. Grant were close behind 
the general, and his honsehold and servants 
followed, forming a little procession. On the 
cottege stoop Miss Drexel welcomed the party, 
and conducted the ladies to their rooms. The 
general walked to his room on the same level 
as the broad piazza, and there hesank into a 
chair with pillows beneath and behind him. 
The perspiration was standing on his face, 
and the strain of the journey gave way to the 
reaction of extreme weakness. He laid back 
with closed eyes, and the nurse fanned 
his face. Dr. Douglas was anxious to examine 
and cleanse the general’s throat. He found 
that considerable irritation had been caused 
by the fine black dust which had lodged in 
thethroat during the journey, but said that 
the surface underneath, though inflamed, ap- 
peared better than he had expected. The 
swelling outside had steadily increased after 
passing Hudsonu,and during the last hour of 
the trip it rapidly filted forward in the neck 
and below the collar. The general’s voice, 
which was better at starting than on Monday, 
had utterly failed him, and any effort to 
speak resulted only in _ faint and 
almost inaudible aspirations. The 
doctor thought this aphonia was 
due to the fatigue which was greater during 
the last hour of the trip than at any other 
time. When the coctor had cleaned and 
treated his throat, General Grant appeared on 
the piazza, and was seated in a pillow- 
eushioned chair, with his feet resting in an- 
other. His skull cap was drawn down, and 
his neck protected by the upturned collar of 
his gown. His elbows rested on the arms of 
the chsir, his hands were clasped, his 
eyes closed, and the watchers said he 
was enjoying repose. This, however, was 
not so. After ten minutes he arose and with 
his cane slowly walked into his room and laid 
down. in faint whisper he let Dr. Douglas 
know that he wes vcry weary and was giad 
the journey was ended. His pulse, ordinarily 
71, was 80 beats to the minute. The family 
are 21] quartered at the cottage, but Dr. Doug- 
las has his rooms in the house. 

Dr. Douglas remained the entire evening 
with General Grant, who, despite the fatigue, 
was wakeful until 10 o’elock. His throat was 
then painted with cocaine, and he settled for 
the night. Dr. Douglas retired to an adjoin- 
ing room, though he has rooms at the hotel, 
snd the nurse was left to watch with the gen- 
eral, who, at this bour, 11 p.m., is quiet as 
though sleeping. The family are now retiring 
for the night. 


STUDYING THB CHOCLERA GERM,

Andrew Carnegie’s Gift of 850,000 to En- 
courage Investigation, 

New York, June i6.—Andrew Carnegie, the 
Pennsylvania iron millionaire, has undertaken 
to hasten the acquirement of definite knowl- 
edge of Asiatic cholera, in order thata cure 
for the dieease may be ascertained, if possible, 
by the time the disease reaches this country- 
His especial desire is that the theory of bacilli, 
together with vaccination as a preventaive, 
may be scientifically tested un- 
der the best circumstances. Mr. 
Carnegie gave $50,000 some time 
ago, for the erection and equipment of a labor- 
atory at Bellevue hospital. Apparatus of the 
most approved kind for the study of bacteria 
and the artificial development of disease germs 
has been. putin. .This is now in use for the 
mastery of cholera. An importation of genu- 
ine cholera matter, of various kinds and in 
different stages of progress, has provided the 
materials with which to experiment. Under 
the direction of Dr. Biggs, a professor in the 
Bellevue medical school, the germs of the ex- 
pected scourge heve been arranged in tubes 
for cultivation. Some of the most powerful 
microscopes that can be made are used in 
studying the changes. The intention is to 
utilize the new Spanish method of vaccina- 
tion.

A child ef the family has been attend- 
ing the Humboldt school, and a brother has 
been employed in a brewery. The whole 
family haa been transferred to the pest house, 
and the premises thoroughly disinfected.

THB WITCH’S ROCK, 


The Strange Superstition of a Rhode Island 
Community, 

Horxixs Hitt, R. 1., June 16.—In the 
midst of a deep wood, not far from this beauti- 
ful village in western Rhode Island, is anen- 
chanted rock. It is a common boulder, about 
four feet across the top, and not more than 
two feet high. Around it is a singular shallow 
furrow. Tall trees bend above it, and 
t is only in midsummer that 
the vertical sun _ pierces the inter- 
lacing boughs. The whole wood bears an un- 
canny reputation in local tradition, and within 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant witches 


are said to have been seen flitting about the 
outskirts of the forest. The neighborhood of 
the rock is especially shunned, and belated 
children returning from a berrying trip on the 
hills hasten their footsteps as they pass the 
dreaded boulder. Morethan 200 years ago the 
regicides, Goffe and Whalby, fled from Peint 
Judith tothis place, and since that time the 
stone bas been known as Witch Rock. An 
seed Rhode Islander related its legend the 
other day: 

“‘A couple of hundred years ago,” he said, 
“when settlers had begun to break ground in 
the neighborhood of Hopkins hill,a witch 
made her home in acabin that had been aban- 
doned by a pioneer close to Witch Rock. 
Everything within a hundred yards of the rock 
became enchanted, and she caused the settlers 
many annoyances by her pranks. Tools that 
were left out over night mysteriously disap- 
peared, cattle were afllicted with singular 
diseases, stones were hurled through window 
panes by unseen hands, and whenever a hail 
storm or a hurricane swept over the hills, 
a the crops, people saw her flyin 
through the air, driving the storm cauane 
with her broom. At last she was driven out 
of the settlement, but the rock and all the 
ground about it remained enchanted to this 
aay. 

‘I can recollect when the woods was cleared 
land, but it was never possible to plough with- 
in a hupdred yards of the bewitched stone. As 
soon as the witch’s line was passed, it is said, 
of went the plough chip, which is now called 
the land side, and which at that time was of 
wood. You might fasten the chip on again, if 
you could find it, butoff it would go just as 
soon #8 the team was started. The last at- 
tempt to plough near the rock was made by 
an old man named Reynolds, about eighty or 
nintey yeersago. Hesaid that he could put 
on ® plough chip so it would stay, and many 
neighbors gathered to see the trial. 

“Reynolds started into the field and the 
plough ran smoothly enough until he crossed 
the witch’s line, and then all of a sudden the 
chip flew off. The plough edged away, and 
there were a good many white faces, for no- 
body knew what might happen next. But the 
old ploughman was not at all disheartened. 
He soon found the chip in the furrow 
uncer a turf and .he picked it up 
snd clapped it on the framework. Again the 
teatn was started, but in a jiffy away flew the 
chip again, ahd vanished in the air, and the 
oxen were found to be unyoked. Mr.- Rey- 
nolds hunted the furrow over, but could not 
find the missing piece. After this the crowd 
«dged away, slowly at first, but as soon as they 
were out of the old man’s sight away they 
sped home. 

‘‘Reynolds said that as soon as the people 
ran eway a crow came from the north,perched 
itse'fon a dead oak near by and commenced 
te rev “Caw! caw! caw!” At this John 
Hivprins, who owned the magical piece of 
Jjand, and who had been attracted from his 
Heme to the spot after the flight ot the people, 
cried back: 

“Squawk! you old Pat Jenkins!” 

‘‘When the crow came flying over, the 
plough chip came down out of the air, and 
the crow changed into an old woman with a 
cocked haton. She was pursued by the men 
to the rock, when she turned into a cat and 
digappeared into its mysterious underground 
recesses. Shovels were fetched, and willing 
hands dug around and under the rock, bnt no 
trace was found of the cat. After that the lot 
was left to grow up to weeds, wild grass, and 
bushes; the cabin fell to pieces about the en- 
chanted rock, and finally the thick woods 
that you now see covered the tract, hiding the 
witch’s stone from the world.” 

Witech’s Rock is rarely visited, except by 
hunters, and others who have heard of its 
reputation. 

he turrow about the boulder, which is still 
distinctly traceable, is pointed out as the 
trench excavated by the farmers’ shovels near- 
ly 100 years ago, in the effort to unearth the 
black witch cat that had eluded them.

CROPS IN SOUTH VIRGINIA, 


The Promise Better Than itn Many Years 
Past. 

Pererssure, Va., June  16.—Information 
reached through reliable private sources from 
several southern counties of Virginia, is to the 
effect that the crop prospects are better than 
they have been for years.

SALISBURY’S PARLEY. 


.CLOSETED WITH LORD RANDOLPH 
CHURCHILL, 


4p Agreement Believed to Have Been Reached by 
the Iwo Chiefe—The Progress ofthe Vholera 
in Spain—The Corean Report Denied— 
Other Important Foreign News. 


Lonpoy, June 16.—Lord Randolph Church- 
ill had a long conference with the marquis of 
Salisbury. There isa great deal of specula- 
tion as to the result of this conterence, but it is 
not known that they have arranged their dif- 
ferences in regard to legislation for Ireland, 
which is said to be their principal point of dis- 
agreement. 

The marquis of Salisbury and Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill were in conference one hour 
at the residence of the former, but nothing 
has yet transpired as to its result. The con- 
servatives in general are disappointed that 
no progress has been made since yesterday, 


and fears are expressed that the delay to form 
a cabinet will damage the prospects of the 
tory party in the approaching general elec- 
tion. Matters just now are at a stand still. 
The conservatives appear reluctant to take 
office until the opinion of the whole party can 
be taken. The marquis of Salisbury will con- 
fer with the queen again to-morrow. In 
the meantime nothing will be done regarding 
foreign, colonial or Indian affairs without 
the marquis of Salisbury having been first 
consulted. Theearl of Carnavon, who was 
secretary of state for colonies in 1866 67 and 
years from 1874 to 1878; Baron Rowton, the 
well known private secretary of the late earl 
of Beaconsfield; Sir Micheal Edward Hicks 
Beach, at present member of parliament and 
at one tine secretary of state br colonies, and 
Lord John Manners, who has been three 
times first commissioner of works with a seat 
in the cabinet, and postmaster-general from 
1874 to 1580, were in conference to-day with 
the marquis of Salisbury 

The queen left Balmoral castle at two 
o’clock this afternoon for Wiuadsor, accompa- 
nied by Princess Beatrice. 

One report in circulation this afternoon re- 
garding the conference of Lord Randolph 
Churchill and the marquis of Salisbury is 
that the two leaders became reconciled, each 
granting concessions in relation to the ad- 
ministration of affairs, and that a cabinet is 
now being formed on the basis of the agree- 
ment between them. 

The Parnelites are organizing for the pur- 
pose of holding a monster demonstration to 
show their pleasure at the departure of Earl 
Spencer, lord lieutenant frem Ireland, on 
Saturday next. 

SALISBURY DEFINITELY ACCEPTS. 

It is semi-officially announced that Sir Staf- 
ford Northcote will be created a peer, and be 
given a minor place in the cabinet; that Lord 
Salisbury will be premier and secretary ot 
state for foreign afiairs; and that Sir Michael 
Hicks Beach will be chancellor of the ex- 
chequer and leader of the house of commons. 

Lord Salisbury has definitely accepted the 
premiership. 

It is stated that Sir Stafford Northcote has 
accepted the peerage, leaving Sir Michael 
Hicks Beach to lead the conservatives in the 
house of commons. 

Lord Randolph Churchill will have an im- 

rtant position in the newcabinet, but the 
listribution of the portfolios will not be de- 
cided until the arrival of the queen, who is 
traveling with the utmost haste. 

Lord Randolph Churchill agreed to the re- 
newal of the coercion act on the condition 
that it only be enforced if found imperative. 

Several liberal ministers held an informal 
meeting at Gladstone’s residence to-day, to 
decide upon their action in response to the 
conservative overatures for support. 

Lird Randolph Churchill’s ac- 
tion yesterday is generally  af- 
tributed to the fear that Lord Salisbury and 
other leaders would ignore his claims to office, 
and to a desire to retard the progress of the 
Seats bill, in order to give a chance, if possi- 
ble, to appeal to the old constituencies which 
are more likely to support the conservatives, 

GLADSTONE DECLINES A BAUBLE. 

The queen has offered Gladstone an earl- 
dom, in recognition of his services to the 

ueen and the country. Mr. Gladstone asked 
that he be allowed to forego the honor. The 
News, in an editorial on this subject, rejoices 
at Gladstone’s decision, and says that no title 
could add to his fame or enhance the enthused 
devotion of his countless admirers. Besides 
his leadership is required in the coming strug- 
gle to secure unity in the liberal cause. 

The Dublin Gazette announces the suspen- 
sion of the United Irishman and the Irish 
World of June 6th. 

The Standard announces that the marquis 
of Salisbury, in addition to the premiership, 
will assume the duties of foreign secretary; 
that Sir Stafford Northcote will be elevated to 
the peerage; that Lord Randolph Churchill 
will be secretary of state for India, and that 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach will he conservative 
leader in the house of commons, and probably 
chancellor of the exchequer. 


The Oholera in Spain. 

Maprip, June 16.—There were five new 
cases of cholera in this city yesterday, and one 
death from the same disease. In the city of 
Valencia, there were two fresh cases, but no 
deaths. In the province of Valencia, howev- 
er, outside of the city, there were forty-eight 
new cases and twenty-seven deaths. Thecity 
of Murcia reports fortymew cases, and seven 
deaths, while other parts of gthe province of 
Murcia return twelve fresh cases and four 
deaths. 

In the province of Castellon de la Plana, 
yesterday, there were 80 cases of cholera and 
60 deaths. Thirty thousand people have fled 
from Murcia. In the city of Murcia alone 
yesterday there were, according to the latest 
returns, 64 fresh cases of cholera apd 39 deaths. 
In the province of Murcia, outside of the city, 
there were 50 cases of cholera and 16 deaths 
within the same period. The Official Gazatte 
confirms the statement that the cholera is 
raging in the provinces of Valencia, Castellon 
de ja Plana and Murcia, and in the city of 
Madrid. Theopposition newspapers, on the 
contrary, deny that cholera exists in Madrid, 
snd say that all the testimony regarding the 
suspicious cases is insufficient to give warrant 
for the assertion that they are cases of cholera. 


ITALIAN IMMIGRANTS. 


Pians Perfected to Keep Them Together in 
Colonies. 

Rous, June 16.—As an outcome of the com- 
bined efforts of the propaganda and the Balti- 
more council, committees to assist Italian im- 
migrants have been instituted at Genoa, 
Naples and Palermo, andthe American bish- 
ops have established aid committees at New 
York, Baltimore and elsewhere, 
while some, connected with an 
American colonization society, have offered 
direct emigration to certain territories, which 
some Italian emigration agencies have offered 
to the propaganda to be peopled. The propa- 
ganda heve accepted Sthe® offer as far as the 
religious wants of the grants are concerned, 
and the Baltimore council only directed atten- 
tion to these wants.

Colonel R. D. Walker, of Savannah, has goue t)

The Savannah News gives the particulars fol- 
lowing of the tragic death of Conductor Clemence: 
James S. Clemence, conductor on the Tybee Is- 
Jand railway, was saimost instantly killed last 
evening. The accident occurred about 7 o'clock. 
The train had made one trip from the Ocean house 
to the wharf of the steamer Bt. Nicholas on the 
west side of the island, and had returned to the 
south end for the rest of the visitors. The train 
ran past the Ocean house and several huadred 
‘rds farther to the south end of the track. A num- 
ey of cottages are built between the railroad 
and the beach. It is usual to stop in 
Jiout of these to take on  passen- 
gers when signaled. The engine was backing the 
corcl es,and Conductor Clemence was standing on 
ihe resr platform of the last car. Hesaw a littie 
wavs ahead, and about 400 yards south o* the Ocean 
house, some little girls from one of the cottages 
sitting by the edge of the track. It is said that 
while the train was yet some distance from them, 
but becking rapidly, he motioned to them to get 
cutof the wey. Turning around he signalled the 
engineer, Edward Wenz. Standing on the lower 
steps of the platform and looking toward the en- 
gine be did not noticea tree that stood close be- 
side the track and only a few rods distant. Away 
down tbe track a large crowd ‘was impatiently 
waiting for the cars. The most of them had their 
eyes xed upon the cOaches, in which were a few 
parser gers. Every one supposed that the conduc- 
tor wes aware of his danger, and they expected to 
see bim step up on the platform. As the car rush- 
ed on he leaned farther out in order to attract the 
nitention of the engineer, The next instant his 
struck the tree with great violence. 
was hurled to the ground and rolled 
almost under the wheels, The train ran 
by, but was stopped as soon as “he gees 
he crowd burried up the track only to Gnd the 


upfortunate man mangled about the head almost 
beyoud recognition, The face and neck were 
rovered with bleod and presented a siczening 
sicht. fom which strong men turned -away in 
honcr. The scalp was torn and the temple cut. 
Be still breathed, but did not speak after he was 
struck. His aged father, James Clemence, anda 
brother. were on the island and were soon at the 
scene. Theshock completely unnerved the former 
and he wept pitifully. The son only breathed 
fifteen minutes after being struck.

ters,’ he continued. ‘‘Ionce took $100,000 from 
an envelope that had only two three-cent stamps 
on it, stuck up in one corner,’’ 
‘The sender was taking a great risk,’ 
remarked Postmaster Wilson. ‘'That could have 
been stolen and never detected.’”’ ‘Official mailis 
held in great respect by the majority,’’ replied Mr.

Although the state schoo! comimissioner, in 
his receut report, earnestly urges nationa! aid 
to education, he takes the ground thai this 
aid must be temporary, and is justified only 
by the inability of the southern 
Wa this matter, all that self-protection de.

The boast of the republican organs has been 
that the books of the United States treasury 
were found correct when the new count was 
made.

Mr. Reed, of the firm of Bates, K3ed « 
Cooley, one of the largest dry goods houses 
in New York city, declared to a reporter the 
other day that the system of corruption 
which ihe government has undertaken to up- 
root, is driving al! the honest importers out 
of business. He says the fraud is so vast that 
his house can buy goods from the fraudulent 
importers in New York cheaper than it can 
in Europe with all the advantages of money 
and organization. He said, moreover, that 
unless his firm condescended to conspire 
erainst and swindle the government, it can 
not get its goods into New York ata price 
that will allow it to compete with those who 
cheat the revenue service, 

The method of stealing, as described by Mr. 
Reed, is yery simple and very republican A 
manufacturer in Karope sends an agent to 
New York who opens an intporting houss. 
the manufacturer and the agent agree upon 
a8 low a price to invoice the goods as they 
think the appraisers can be induced to pass 
upon. Of course, this price is far below the 
real selling price, With the aid of a sharp 
broker and a little perjury the goods are 
sworn through the custom house.. In a busi- 
ness involving millions and millions of dol- 
jars there is a iine field for bribery. When 
the goods are delivered in New York at alow 
value, of course, the duty is very small. 
That is what gives the dishonest importer his 
advantage. The manufacturer and the agent 
whack up, to use a slang term. It is for the 
government to learn who else receives any 
profit from these transactions. Foreigners 
come here without any record or any partic- 
uiar advantage in trade, except what they 
have throngh the custom house. and in four 
years they anisss a fortune that it would take 
American merchant twenty 
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years to make. Then they go back to Europe 
and settle down as rich men. They cheat 
the government ont of its duties and spend 
the money in their own country. . It is natu- 
ral that Mr. Reed should think it is a burn- 
ing shame that in America our American 
merchants are to be driven out of trade be- 
cause they are honorable. 

And yet the accounts of the treasury bal- 
anced toacent! Before the year is out the 
public prints will be full of evidence of the 
most stupendous republican frauds.

RALEIGH SIDE-TRACK ED. 


Disappointment Over the Collapse of the 
Virginia and Carolina Road, 

There is considerable disappointment among 
the peoplein Raleigh, North Carolina, and along 
the line of the Raleigh and Gaston railroad be- 
tween Raleigh and Ridgeway, and from Raleigh 
to Hamlet, over what now appears to bethe col- 
lepse of the Virginia and Carolina railroad. This 
road was projected by Mr. Moncure Robinson, 
and charters were obtained from 
Virginia and North Carolina, The 
propesition build the road from 
Richmond to Ridgeway and then usethe track 
itom thereto Hamlet and fillin the gap from 
Hamlet to Cheraw, 8, C., which would then make 
a third through line from New York to New Or- 
leans. In Order to have the road pass through 
that city Petersburg subscribed *1000 and took the 
same in bonds of the company, paying for them 
in cash. Italso gave land forthe erection of a 
Station. Much more was subscribed by individna- 
al residents of Petersburg. 

Work was berun and progressed with ratisfacto- 
ry rapidity. ‘Ihe construction of this new road of 
course attracted the attention of the AtianticCoast 
line, which, at the time the Virginia and Carolina 
road was projected, did not contro! railroads fur- 
ther neith than Richmond, the road from Rich- 
mond to Fredericksburg being almost entirely 
owned by Mr. Moncure Robinson. In order to 
avoid the natural results which would tollow the 
building of the road from Richmond to Ridgeway 
it Was pecessary that the Atlantic Coast line 
sbonid obtain control of the road from Richmond 
to Fredericksburg. The same man owning a con. 
trolling interest in both, negotiations naturally 
inciude beth, 

It is now known that Mr. Moncure Robinson has 
entered into a coutract with the Atlantic Coast 
line which giyes that company control of tne 
road from Richmond to Fredericksburg, aud that 
he has sold the Virginia and Carolina road to the 
same parties. It is well understood that the mean 
ing of these two arrangements is that the Virginia 
and Carolina road will not be built by the Atlantic 
Coast line. 

ibe peopie of Petersburg are uusparing in their 
denunciation ofthe bad treatment they have 
received, and the people who expected to derive 
benefit from the establishmeut ofa through line 
ure soreiy perplexed at the failure of their pet 
project.

A Soldier's Tribute to a Seldier’s Valor 
General G. B, McClellan at Antictam, 

General McClellan, who commanded the union 
forces at the battle of Antietam, in 1863, visited 
that historic fleld last Saturday, where he deliver. 
ed an oration on decoration day. During his stay 
in Hagerstown, General McClelland was the guest 
of Major H. Kyd Douglas, amemberof Stonewall 
Jackson’s staff atthe battle of Antictam. The 
correspondent of the Baltimore Sun furnishes that 
paper with the following synopsis of the oration, 
viz: 

General McClellansaid: “WhenI last stoog 
upon this historic field the smokeofbittie stily 
wreathed these hills and filled these valleys; 
these rocks still re-echoed the harsh sounds of 
strife, and the ground was all too thickly strewy 
with the formsof the quiet dead andof those 
still writhing in ageny. Two great armies had mat 
in deadly strife, the fate of a nation hanging upon 
the result. Within the walls of this vast cemetery, 
peopled almost ina single day, those who met 
death sleep after their long and desperate 
struggle. These men who iaid down their 
own and sought each other’s lives in fierce but 
loyal battle, have been placed almost side by side 
awaiting that last dread trumpet sound that 
shall cali them to life again. There are here to- 
day those who fought on either side; mena who, 
clad in gray, followed the noble Lee, and we “wha 
wore the blue, Weare here with a common pur- 
pose—to testify our reverence for the valiant dead, 
Soletus buryall animosity, all bitter recollec- 
tious of the past, remembering only that on 
Antietam’s hills brave men gave their lives 


for what they thought right. I pray that this 
fair land of ours may neveragain be the scene of 
such carnage. I shall not trench upon the causes 
of that war further than to say that our children 
should never forget that it was brought about. 
and even made necessary by the extremists of the 
two sides. If the moderate men, north and south, 
could have controlled events the dread farbitra- 
ment of arms might have beenavoided. [andmy 
fellow democrats of the north fought for tha 
union because we believed that it contained 
within itself the power of inguring all possible 
good things to this people, and of secur- 
ing us #¢gainst unnumbered evils, and chiefly be- 
cause we believed that we could see the hand of 
God guiding our fathers in the creation of a nation 
destined to become the greatest of which history 
bears record. We felt that it was our sacred duty 
to offer our lives as his feeble instrument in the 

reservation of the magnificent edifice His hand 
19d reared. Those on the other side, smarting at 
the time under actual or apprehended evils, 
honestly differed from us. I dare not 
judge them, for their perfect honesty was 
proved by the magnitude of the sacrifices 
they made for the cause they deemed just. 
I believed, and still believe, that it is impossible 
fortwo governments to exist in this land of ours 
without soon coming into collision on some sec- 
ondary hati aud thatit was better to fight at 
at once fer the main issue. I do not judge those 
who honestly held different views, but I rejoice 
that the logic of events has sustained my own,and 
still more dol rejoice that the vast majority oj 
those who fought so earnestly on the otner side 
cheerfully accept the result and are prond of their 
citizenship in our land, at last thoroughly united, 

“In the ages of future generations how strange, 
bow romantic and how stirring willalways seem 
the history of thesetwo armies, pitted against 
each other through long years of battle from York- 
town to Appomattox, where the scanty and 
mangled remains of the great army of northern 
Virginia laid down its arms, but not its honor. 
Thankstothe management ofthe great soldier 
who ied thetunion army—now, alas!a pre 
disease—there was nothing said or done to e 
personal hate or to cause the blush of 
shame. When we look back upop that day and 
that otherarmy which made its advance from 
yonder heights across the Antietam—that zrand 
army of the Potomac—what morecanl! s:y ol it 
than I have often said in the past? It was ever 
worthy ofits fame, whetherin adversity or suc- 
cees, aud néver more so than in the field. No pag 
Of its long history is obscured by shame, and as 
one who commanded it through times of extreme 
trial I can justly say that it never failed me in the 
hourof need. Iam gladthatI have been per- 
mitte@ to live until the ability and virture 
Of Robert E, Lee, and the achievements of 
the army of northern Virginia, as weil as 
the beroism and renown of the Grand Army of 
the Potomac have already become part o/ a com- 
mon heritage of glory of all our people. Wontd I 
could meet kere to-day the living presence of that 
splendid man and soldier, Robert E Eee, ia this 
very field, where, in ali honor and earnestness we 
strove as enemies, and even take him by the hand 
as in the Ong pass days when we served tozether 
in the land of the Montezumas. I know that his 
nature bore no malice, and that he would be the 
first to respond to the greeting and unite with us 
in psying to the gallant dead of this Army of the 
Potomac the same tribute I offer to his Army of 
Northern Virginia,

One of the prin- 
cipal objects in building said road from 
Atlanta to Columbus is to make a through line 
from New York to New Orleans, via Colum bus and 
the Mobile and Girard railroad, and to consum- 
mate this it will be necessary for the stockholders 
of said road to again obtain control of tne road. 
The object of the parties who at present Operate it 
is only fo keep ita local road, and it any exten. 
sion is made by them it will not be toward its first 
objective point, Mobile, but only asa fee ler to 
their own system. It is also well known that if 
the Mobile and Girard railroad was 
operated in the interest of its stock. 
holders its net receipts would pay a dividend on 
the stock and make it readily sell for something 
like its par value. Since the Georgia Midiana 
hes taken such practical shape, parties represent- 
ing the Central, at present coutroiling the lease of 
the Mobile and Girard, have gone into the market 
to buy up the stock of that road. 

G. Gunby Jordan, the president, and the di. 
rectors of the Georgia Midland publish ‘a notice 
to the stockholders of the Mobile and Girard not 
to part with their stock even at high prices offered, 
but to hold out for still further improvement.

TRAGIC MYSTERIES. 


Bloody Affairs Beyond the Skill of the De: 
tectives—Curious Fate of Criminals. 
From the New York Correspondence Hartford Post. 

The summer opens with a new sensation, 
one of those bloody mysteries which occasion- 
ally darken metropolitan life. A druggist’s 
clerk, who slept in the store, is féund in the 
morning murdered in the most shocking man- 
ner, his throat being cut and his head batier- 
ed, the latter no doubt having been done to 
stupefy him and prevent resistance. The cash 
drawer is robbed, and this shows that plunder 


was the object, but revenge is also supposed to . 


have been at leasta partial motive. Here is 
work for the detectives for the whole season, 
and no doubt a liberal reward will be offered. 

It is an old saying that“‘murder will out,” 
but the New York tragedies seemr tobe an ex: 
ception. The criminal history of this city in- 
deed is marked by some of the most impene- 
trable mysteries that ever escaped penalty. 
One of the most remarkable was the “Manhat- 
tan well murder,” which occurred at the open- 
ing of the present century when New York 
was & little town of 30,000 inhabitants. The 
facts are as follows: Levi Weekshad been for 
some time engaged to a girl named Gulieima 
Sands. One winter evening she went out, 


having told a confidential friend that she and 
Levi were to be married that night. She 
never returned, and Weeks being questioned, 
made a general denial. He knew nothing 
about the girland had not seen her on the 
fetal night. This statement, however, obtain- 
ed no credence, eepecially as he had gone out 
that very night with a sleigh, but never told 
whither he went. Ten days afterwards, some 
boys while playing near a woll in the suburbs, 
saw some remnant of a woman’s dress, and go- 
ing still nearer found the corpse of the missing 

irl in the well, death having been caused by 

rowning. The accepted theory was that 
Weeks had met her by appointment with a 
sleigh in order to drive to some clergyman, 
but that instead of doing so he had driven to 
the well and thrown her in—it being his ob- 
ject to get rid of her. He was arreated and in- 
dicted, and the importance of the trial was in- 
creased by the fact that Hamilton and Burr 
were both retained in the defense. The nrose- 
cution wes weak and the district attorney, 
Cadwallader D. Colden, was utterly unfit for a 
case of such importance, being a young man 
of but little experience. Another peculiar 
feature in the case was that it went to the jury 
without summing up on either side. 

The judge (Chancellor Lansing) leaned to- 
ward the prisoner who was acquitted, though 
the public believed him guilty. Another 
strange feature in this tragedy is the fate of 
those counected with it. OF the couusel for 
the defense, one shot the other within four 
years, and the judge, whose unfairness awoke 
general censure, disappeared mysteriously and 
no trace of him was ever found. Some said he 
committed suicide and that the deed was 
hushed up out ofconsideration for the family, 
while others believe that he fell from the gang 

lank of the steamboat and was drowned. The 
ast seen of him he took his valise and started 
for the Albany boat. This was therefore his 
most probable fate. Weeks left the city im- 
mediately after his acjuitial and his subse- 
quent life is unknown. His brother bought 
up the phamphlet report of the trial and 
hence the latter isvery rare. Il tounda copy, 
however, in the Historical society and could 
only wieh thet its detail had been mors co- 
ious. 

The next sensational murder was the Rob- 
inson and Helen Jewett affair, and the acquit- 
tal of the former Jeaves the tregedy in mystery 
but (as in the Levi Weeks case)the pubdlio con- 
sidered the prisoner guilty. The defeuse (as 
in the Weeks case) employed the highest 
available talent, while the weakness of Dis- 
trict Attorney Phenix was evident throughout. 
Both of these cases. were marked by lack of 
cross-exemination, and Ogden Hoffman’s elo: 
quent plea in behalf of “the poor boy’ (a3 he 
termed Robinson) was irresistible. Robinson, 
immediately after ac- 
juitted, and his subsequent history is un- 
known, but the report that he was murdered 
in Texas is generally believed correct, 

The third tragic mystery of this city was at 
the time less sensational than the preceding, 
simply becanse it was not followed by a mur- 
der trial, It hzs, however, deepened in in 


and perplexing 
mystery. Thedetails are as followa: John 
Anderson, the late millioneire tobacconist, be- 
gan business in 2 cigar store which | well re- 
member, as I often passed itin my Broadway 
rambles. Mary Cecelia Rogers, who was em- 
ployed behind the counter, was a highly, at- 
ractive girl, who naturally added tothe buat- 
ness by her polite and engaging manners, ua- 
til at last she became known as the “pret 
cigar girl.” Her mother, who was 2a widow, 
depended on her earnings, and the current of 
domestic life ran on in a uniform manner un- 
til suddenly Mary was missing. She had left 
home one pleasant Sunday morning (June 2), 
1841), to visit a relative but did not return at 
the promised time. The next day her anxious 
mother mede inquiries, and learned to her 
astonishment that Mary had not been to the 
above mentioned place, and here all trace of 
the living cigar girl disappeared. Some days 
afterwards a corpse was discovered floating 
near the New Jersey shore, and on inspection 
it proved to be that of the missing girl. Out- 
raged, strangled, and cast intothe river—but 
by whom? Aye, there’s the question. Where 
she went, who met her, and by whom she was 
murdered—these points defied all scratiny. A 
young man in naval unifom had been seen noar 
er former home, but no trace of him was ever 
afterwards found. Anderson could throw no 
light upon the matter. He pursued business 
with great success and left an estate estimated 
at $2,000,000, but his wealth, great as it may 
be, was powerless in penetrating this strange 
and startling mystery. 

Each of these three mysteries afforded ma- 
terial for the tale-writer. The Manhattan 
well murder was the basis of Theodore S. 
Fay’s once popular novel, entitled “Norman 
Leslie,” while the murder of Helen Jewett 
was utilized by Professor Ingraham in a simi- 
lar manner, and then Poe, in his Marie 
Roget,’’? endeavors to elucidate the Mar 
Rogers mystery. Theodore 8. Fay, thoug 
now forgotten, was in his day a popular litera- 
ture, and co-operated with N. P. Willis in the 
publication ot the New York Mirror. He was 
a Dative of this city, and, havidg studied law, 
became naturally interested in that famous 
murder case. Poe’s tale of “Marie Roget” is 
one of the finest examples of his power of un- 
raveiing a mystery by means of the smallest 
possible clew—but, as to the correctness of his 
theory, that is a matter of opinion. 7 

The above mentioned tragedies centered 
upon thefemale sex. We now come, how- 
ever, to those in which man was the victim. 
The first was the Burdell mystery. Harvey 
Burdell was a skillful dentist, of middle age, 
and hed acquired wealth by his practice. ) 
owned the house No 31 Bond street, and occu- 
pied the front room in the second story as his 
cifice, but boarded elaewhere. On the 3lst of 
Jevusery, 1557, he was found murdered in that 
room, his corpse‘being wounded in twenty 

laces. It was eyident that a hard struggle 
fed teken place before he fell,and it was also 
evident that his assailant had awaited his 
arrival end surprised him by a sudden attack 
with a keen-edged weapon. Jets of blood had 
steined the wal! and the floor was covered in a 
similar manner. The furniture was in con- 
fusion, and other conditions showed thai a 
struggle had taken place. All this time the 
blinds were open and the gas was burning, but 
bo one id the street heard any noise, Inside 
the house were Mrs. Cunningham (the womaa 
who bired it of Burdell) and a young man 
named Eckel who was her confidential friend. 
Mrs. Cunningham had two daughters, and all 

‘this family, including a young man boarder, 
slept up-stairs and heard no no’se. Mrs, Can- 
pingbam claimed to have been married to 
Burde!ll and had a certificate to that effect. 
They had been intimate, but a quarrel had 
taken place and he was at the time of the mur- 
der trying to compel her to leave the house. 

The theory of the coroner was that Mrs. 
Cunningham committed the murder, hopin 
to appear asa widow and obtain her 


| share oa the property. A part of this theory 
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was;thatin the above mentioned marriage 
Eckel personated Burdell. The ceremony was 

rformed at night, the parties having called” 

or that purpose on a clergyman who had 
never seen them before. Mrs. Cunningham 
was indicted and tried tor the crime, but the 
District Attorney (Oakey Hall) was so occupied 
by politics that he did not give the case — 
attention, and the result was acquittal. The 
public, however, believed the woman guilty, 
and considered Eckel an accessory. Another 
theory was that Burcell, who frequented 
ap houses and other places ot bad resort, 
ad been followed home by some enemy and 

murdered as they both entered the room. This 
idea, however, is highly improbable, but 
whatever be the theories the tragedy has 
taken its place among the bloody mysteries of 
this city, and is oneof those remarkable in- 
stances which refute the old maxim that 
“murder will out.” 

Dr. Lutener, who once wasa prominent 
characterin Broadway, was one day found 
dead in his office—the. victim of 2 pistol shot. 
The crime had been commit.ed in the forenoon 
and although the Broadway crowd was thea 
in motion, no one heard the report. The mur- 
derer had passed quietly out of the office, and 
the tragedy became one of the New York mys- 
teries. The penetration of the police tailed to 
discover even the beginning of a clew, but it 
is supposed to have been the deed of a woman. 
The doctor was noted tor his amours, and we 
all know how often such violations of morals 
end in bloodshed and death. Another strange 
case was that of Corliss, who was called to the 
door of the hotel where he was stopped and 
shot dead. The deed was done at night, and 
this, too, Was supposed to have been the deed 
of some woman, who immecistely glided off 
and was lost in the darkness. New York also 
has a dark record of other murders whose his- 
tory 1s enshrouded in mystery. One of the 
strangest of these was the discovery of several 
packages done = in strong brown paper and 
securely tied with cord which were floating in 
the river. Being opened they were found to 
contain portions of & corpse, which had been 
cut up inthis manner in order to got rid of 
it. Thevictim had no deubt been robbed and 
murdered in some resort of vice, and the au- 
thors of the crime were never discevered. 

The next scene in this dark record opens in 
aristocratic circles. On the morning of July, 
28, 1370, Benjamin Natban was found murder- 
ed in hisown house. He was a Hebrew bank- 
er of large wealth and of an unusual degree of 
respectability. His life had been exemplary 
and he was a prominent member of Temple 
Emmanuel, the richest and most aristocratic 
synagogue in America. He wasa widower 
with several sons, one of whom bore a very 
bad reputation. The unfortunate man was 
killed by a blow on the skul), and the instru- 
ment of death was an iron-‘‘dog” such as is 
used by ship carpenters.’*The ‘‘dog’’ was 
foundon the premises, but it afforded no 
clew. Rewards were oilered by the mayor, by 
the family and bythe board of brokers (of 
which the deceased was 2 member), amount- 
ing in all to.$47,500. This was the largest sum 
ever Offered for the discovery of a murderer, 

ut it failed of its object. Several arrests were 
made and in one instance a prisoner was 
brought from San Francisco, but all were dis- 
charged. The following facts, however, are 
too important to be overlooked. One of the 
murdered man’s sons was evidently fearful 
that he would be disinherited for his dissipa- 
tion. Nowillwasever foundand dead men 
do not make any. The deafh of the old man 
gaveeach oneof the childrena very large 
sum. The Superintendent of Police Jourdan 
went into office poor. The Nathan tragedy 
occurred during his administration and he 
died aftera few yearsof service, leaving an 
estate estimated at $209,000. How natural the 
inquiry: “Where did he get it?’? 

To return to the Hudson street tragedy. It 
need harély be said that crowds are attracted 
to the spot which will long hold a painful dis- 
tinction. The victim was buried from an un- 
dertaker’s shop—for the family is too poor to 
obtain the use of a church, and a3 tney lived 
‘‘up stairs,’”’ they had no place for the service. 
The police have secured the druggist pestle 
and knife with which the deed was done, and 
though they have arrestad the only man 
against whom suspicion might be raised they 
admit that there is no real ground for holding 
him. It is — beeause something of the 
kind is required to be done. At present it 
seems as though the prospects of detection 
were daily diminishing, and hence it is prob- 
able that this horrible crime will be added to 
the bloody mysteries of New York.

WHISKY STRAIGHT. 


Where the Retail Liquor Dealers who Want 
to Continue, are Located, 
At the next meeting of the general council 
a permit will be granted all of the retail li- 
quor dealers of the city who continue in basi- 
ness. 
Heretofore the retail liquor dealers’ license 


have been three hundred dollars per annum, 
payable quarterly in advance. 

Reseies they will have to pay -five hun- 
dred dollors per annum, quarterly in ad- 
vance. 

The increase of $200 has frightened only a 
few dealers off and the police committee of the 
generalcouncil is now investigating ninety- 
five applications for retail liquor license. 

Section 604 ofthe city code says that all 
liquor licenses shall expire on the firat of July 
after being granted, and it is at the first meet- 
ing in July thet the general 
council grants retail liquor 
licenses forthe year. Atthat meeting every 
dealer must have a favorable report upon his 
petition from the police committee or he can- 
not sel] another drink. 

It has become custcmary for the dealers to 
present their petitions to the council at its last 
meeting in June. This gives the police com- 
mittee plenty of time to examine into 
the character of the place, its  loca- 
tion, surroundings, etc., and the 
charecter of the applicant and the feeling of 
his neighbors. 

On Monday last ninety-five of these peti- 
tions were sent into the council. They were 
referred to the police committee, and yester- 
day that committee began its work. Tho task 
is a laborious ope. The committee must ex- 


| amine each application separately, in order to 


see that itis properly signed by principal and 
security. Then they must know that 
the bond is good. Then they 
visit the saloon and ascertain 
itsreputation. They talk to the neighbors 
and try to find out whether or not they object. 
After having secured a thorough understand- 
ing of each case the committee makes @ sep- 
e‘ate report upon the application. This report 
“he cowns) resices onrelects as it sees fit.

against five or six of the applications, and 
their work has hardly begun. 

When the petitions are 
each applicant walks into the 
city clerk’s office and pay $125 
for three months’ license and a dollar and a 
quarter clerk’s fee. if the ninety-five appli- 
cations should be granted the city will receive 
at once $11 875, which is $47,500 per year as a 
revenue from whisky.

On the first Monday in July the city coun- 
eil will elect a number of city officers, and 
the council members are now being boned 
by quite a number of candidates. 

The city clerk’s office is asnug berth, and 
pays in fees five or six thousand dollars 2 
year, less the pay of an assistant. The posi- 
tion is now filled by Mr. J. H. Goldsmith, 
who will bea candidate for re-election. He 
will have fora competitor Mr. Park Wood- 
ward, now assistant postmaster. This race 
will be an exceedingly interesting one. 

The marshal’s office is a fat place,and there, 
too, the pay isin fees. The gross income is 
about five thousand dollars a year, and out of 
that the marshal has to paya deputy. Mr. 
James Loyd,the present marshal, will bea 


candidate for re-election. The other candi- 
dates are Mr. W. R. Dimmock, Captain J. H. 
Ketner, Mr. M. T. Castleberry, Mr. Clem Har- 
ris, Mr. J. W. Morrow and Mr. Thomas M. 
Wood. Itis reported that Mr.* Gaines Chis- 
holm has expressed an intention to enter the 
race for marshal. With so many gentlemen 
in the field itis a hard matter to guess who 
will be the successful man in the race, 

The contest for the city attorneyship will be 
interesting owing to the peculiar state of af- 
fairs concerning that office. Mr. Ed Angier 
was elected city attorney at a salary of 
eighteen hundred dollars a year, and an as- 
sistant was given him at a hundred dollars a 
month, making three thousand dollars a year 
that the office costs. it has been proposed that 
the two piles be bunched, and that Captain 
W. T. Newman be given the office, which he 
filled so acceptably several years ago. It is 
understood that Mr. Angier will not be a can- 
didate for re-election, but will try his hand for 
a different office. Captain Newman is not a 
candidate, though it is believed he 
would accept the office if elected. 
Ex- Mayor Goodwin and ex-Coun- 
cilman James A. Gray wil be candidates for 
the office. This will be oneof the most inter- 
esting contests that will come up before the 
council. 

The contest for recorder will be quite inter-
